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Police Investigate 
Southampton 
Home as Part of 
Lottery Scam

Suffolk County Police Financial Crimes 
Unit detectives are investigating a lottery 
scam that targeted an elderly man who sent 
money from New Mexico to the Hamptons. 

Financial Crimes Unit detectives and 
Southampton Village Police were notified 
that a 75-year-old resident of Bernalillo, New 
Mexico shipped $8,500 in cash to a home in 
the Village of Southampton, believing he was 
a lottery winner and the money would pay 
fees for him to collect his prize. 

Police waited at the location after the pack- 
age was delivered at approximately 9:30 a.m. 
on Wednesday, February,9, but no one re- 
sponded at the home to retrieve it. 

Residents should note that anyone asking 
to receive cash or gift cards in order to release 
larger sums of money is almost surely target- 
ing them in a scam. Do not send the money, 
even if a supposed cashier’s check is sent, or a 
deposit is made to back it up. 

-According to the FBI, millions of elderly 
Americans fall victim to one or more types of 
financial fraud or confidence schemes, such 
as romance, lottery, and sweepstakes scams, 
among many others. “Seniors are often tar- 
geted because they tend to be trusting and 
polite,” the agency notes, adding, “They also 
usually have financial savings, own a home, 
and have good credit — all of which make 
them attractive to scammers.” 

A 2020 FBI Elder Fraud Report points out 
that the Internet Crime Complaint Center 
(1C3) received a total of 791,790 complaints 
that year with reported losses exceeding $4.1 
billion nationwide. 

Detectives are asking anyone who believes 
they may be a victim of a scam or have in- 
formation about a scam to call the Financial

East Hampton Man 
Charged in Death of 


Kevin Somers

Following an autopsy this week, Suffolk County 
Police and East Hampton Town Police arrested 
Marc Dern on Thursday, February 10 for the killing 
of Kevin Somers. 

Dern, 34, has been charged* with first-degree 
manslaughter for his role in the death of 45-year-old 
Somers during a fight in Dern’s East Hampton home 
at 11 Lincoln Avenue on Saturday night, February 5. 

“The defendant choked Kevin Somers by placing 
him, in a headlock causing compression to the neck 
... which fractured the hyoid bone, causing is death,” 
police alleged in court papers. The fight reportedly 
broke out after the two men were watching golf to- 


. gether. 


Prosecutors alleged Dern took an Uber to a wood- 
ed area with a backpack after the death occurred. 
Dern’s Miller Place-based attorney, John Ray, ques- 
tioned the relevance of the allegation if no weapon 
was used in the death. 

East Hampton Town Police officers had upon 
to a 911 call reporting the altercation between Dern 
and Somers at Dern’s home on Lincoln Avenue at 
10:40 p.m. on February 5, police said. Somers: was 
taken to Southampton Hospital, where he was pro- 
nounced dead. Dern was not injured in the alterca- 
tion, police said. 

Dern was held overnight on Thursday. His bail 
was set at $500,000 cash, $1 million bond, or $2

million partially secured bond during his arraign- 
ment at Southampton Court on Friday, February 
11, instead of East Hampton Town Court because 
Town Justice Steven Tekulsky recused himself from 
the case. Dern wore a hooded sweatshirt, jeans and 
sneakers as he made his initial court appearance. 

Beloved by his community, Somers was a lifelong 
East Hampton local, growing up in Springs where he 
attended Springs School, before j joining East Hamp- 
ton High School's class of 1994 and then Belmont 
Abbey College in Belmont, North Carolina. He lived 
in Amagansett, was a father and worked as caddy 
master at the Maidstone Club. And he was proud of 
being a Bonacker. 

A scholarship fund has been set up in Somers’ 
name, “to continue his legacy of sporting excellence 
for local student-athletes,” the Kevin Somers Schol- 
arship Fund gofundme page explains. “All who knew 
Kevin were aware of his enthusiasm, compassion, 
dedication, and generosity towards family, friends, 
and community.” It had received more than $47,000 
of its $50,000 goal as of Tuesday, February 15. In 
lieu of flowers, the family is suggesting a donation to 
The Kevin Somers Scholarship fund. 

“Our family would like to thank everyone for the 
tremendous outpouring of love and affection during 
these difficult times,” they wrote on the scholarship 
page.

Cops Probe Suspected ODs at Riverhead 


High School

Authorities are investigating three suspected cases 
of Riverhead High School students overdosing in a 
10-day span, although none of the incidents — which 
were not fatal — are believed to be related, officials 
said. 

The school nurse revived all three students with 
Narcan, an antidote used for opioid overdoses. Opi- 
ates and fentanyl were ruled out in each of the cases. 
All three students were taken to Peconic Bay Medical 
Center for evaluation. 

“Parents are strongly urged to have a conversation 
with their children about the dangers of drug use and 
to seek help if needed,” police said. 

In the first incident, which occurred on February 4, 
the student told police that he used another student’s 
vape pen in class. Then on February 10, police re- . 
sponded to the school again for a report of a student 
who passed out, but the student told police that he 


has been ill for the last few weeks and has not utilized 
any illegal narcotics. And on February 14, police re- 
sponded toa report of a student with difficulty breath- 
ing who reported eating half of a chocolate candy 
bar infused with Tetrahydrocannabinol (THC), the 
psychoactive ingredient in marijuana, that he bought 
from an unidentified person in Flanders. 

After the third incident, Riverhead High School 
Principal Sean O’Hara wrote a letter to parents say- 
ing that substance abuse awareness events will be 
held soon. He also wrote that psychologists, social 
workers and school counselors are available to stu- 
dents.

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Loud Noises in 


the Air

e loudest noise I ever heard in 
the sky happened whenever a 
Concorde decelerated through 
the sound barrier low over 
the Hamptons as it came 
in to land at John F. Ken- 
nedy International Airport. 
There'd be a brief hum and 
then a horrendous window- 
rattling crack. It left a ringing 
in your ears. 

For those who are too young to re- 
member Concorde, here’s a primer. 
Concorde was a commercial airliner 
built by manufacturers in Great Brit- 
ain and France that flew supersonic 
flights for 27 years beginning in 1976 
between JFK and either London or 
Paris. At 1,354 miles an hour, it could 
save four hours on the usual seven- 
hour flight, appealing to the super rich 
whose precious four hours was easily 
worth $4,181 one way in extra airfare. 
Concorde carried up to 128 passen- 
gers. 

Many had objected to Concorde for 
environmental reasons, but we here 
in the Hamptons had been promised 
that the deceleration bang would take 
place over the ocean before it got to 
Montauk. On the other hand, about 
once every two months, a pilot would 
forget to press the deceleration but- 
ton in time. (It was possible to save an 
extra five or six minutes to do it later 
than earlier.) So the mistake some- 
times happened. 

In those days, good people envied 
the fortunate few who flew Concorde. 
A perk for the rich. Maybe someday I 
could fly in one. 

One day in 2000, a Concorde taking 
off from Charles de Gaulle Airport in 
Paris hit debris on the runway and ex- 
ploded, killing all on board. That was 
the end of that: Concorde’s final flight 
was in 2003. Surviving Concordes to- 
day are in museums. 

I mention this because as East 


Hampton Airport moves toward limit- 
ing the aircraft that can go in and out 
due to the excessive noise they make, 
I wanted to put in a good word for 
the billionaires who fly their 
personal big jets into East 
Hampton. Noisy, yes. But 
there are only a few that do 
that. And their aircraft are 
so graceful and gorgeous. 

The fact is that the num- 
ber of aircraft that fly in and 

out of East Hampton every year is 
the same as flew in and out in 2000. 
It’s just that now half of them are very 
unpleasant helicopters. On any sum- 
mer’s day, helicopters noisily land and 
take off almost every hour. It’s terrible. 
Big personal jets? Maybe on average 
one flight a day. 

Hooray for the super rich, I say. 
And their 200-foot yachts (which can, 
when in a slip, block a stroller’s per- 
sonal view of the water.) 

I mention all this because we need 


our billionaires as this airport reorga- _ 


nization unfolds. The strategy of our 
current town officials — and they own 


East Hampton Airport — is to shut 


it down on February 28 and then on 
March 4, four days later, reopen it asa 
town-owned private airport. As a pub- 
lic airport, the town cannot control 
unlimited growth at the airport. As a 
private airport, they can. 

The naysayers say that in closing the 
airport on February 28, so much pa- 
perwork will need to happen to allow 
it to reopen as a private facility it could 
not possibly be reopened until maybe 
two years from now instead of four 
days. So really this is a fool’s errand. 

Nobody disputes that the equip- 
ment being used at the airport today 
is completely adequate and superior 
to anything that could ever be needed 
for a less busy private airport. It’s just 
that getting things rubber stamped 
and approved will take huge amounts 
of time by the paper pushers. That’s 


how it’s always been. That’s how it will.

is what they repeatedly have said is all - 


that they want to do.

Plans Gain Steam, 


Despite Cloudy Forecast

From the shores of Maine to Florida, eyes across 
the East Coast are looking to offshore wind farms as 
the future of green energy, with the latest gust for- 
ward coming to the Hamptons. 

As officials held a groundbreaking — or a sea- 
floor breaking, as it were — ceremony in Wainscott 
on February 11 to mark construction starting on 
the 130-megawatt South Fork Wind, the first off- 
shore wind project in New York State, proponents 
adjusted their sails for the headwinds the industry 
faces, from environmental challenges to economic 
hurdles. 

“When you ask what the energy future may look 
like, I say, “The answer my friend is blowing in the 
wind,” Gov. Kathy Hochul told the crowd gathered 


for the ceremonial first shovel in the ground. She 
apologized to Bob Dylan for co-opting his lyrics, 
then led the ceremony as the folk song played in the 
background. 

South Fork Wind is one of six offshore wind farms 
in the works in The Empire State. It follows the na- 
tion’s first, which went online off Block Island in 2016 
and comes as Massachusetts currently is developing 
another. The offshore wind push is further along in 
the Northeast — although in Maine, the push has 
shifted to the emerging technology of floating wind 
farms — with environmentalists still working to sell 
the idea in the Southeast, where nonprofits such as 
Environment Florida are spearheading campaigns 
to get officials to pursue offshore wind. 

President Joe Biden early last year set a goal to de- 
ploy 30 gigawatts of offshore wind energy — enough 


to power 10 million homes — by 2030. The U.S. 
Bureau of Ocean Energy Management (BOEM), the 
division of the Interior Department that oversees 
offshore wind permitting, will hold up to seven lease 
sales by 2025 in the Gulf of Maine, Gulf of Mexico, 
and off the coasts of California, the Carolinas and 
Oregon. And on February 23, BOEM will auction 
to offshore wind developers six lease areas — sales 
could result in 5.6 to 7 gigawatts of offshore wind 
energy, which is enough to power nearly 2 million 
homes. i sig 

But Long Island Power Authority CEO Tom Fal- 
cone notes some regions are better politically and 
geographically suited for offshore wind. 

“There are some projects as far down as Virgin- 
ia,” he said in an interview. “The resource is better 
up here, the water is shallower up here. That’s the

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main impediment in California, where the water is 
deep. So they have very high renewable goals, but 
it’s hard to construct on existing technologies ... As 
you go farther south, though, the resource isn’t quite 
as good, but also the states are less aggressive about 
clean energy goals. Right now there really is no fed- 
eral energy policy. It’s all state by state. New York 
~ is zero carbon by 2040 ... There’s no similar goal in 
Florida.” a. 


LOCAL OPPOSITION 

The South Fork Wind farm’s developers, Orsted & 
Eversource, who plan to build 12 turbines about 30 
miles off Montauk’s coast — enough to power 70,000 
homes annually — have faced legal challenges from 
some Wainscott residents opposed to the cable com- 
ing ashore in their community. 

Citizens for the Preservation of Wainscott filed a 
motion in the Appellate Division of New York State 
Supreme Court to block the construction until the 
court has an opportunity to rule on the group’s ap- 
peal of the state Public Service Commission’s deci- 
sion allowing the cable to run through the commu- 

“nity. The appeals court judges rejected that motion 
last month, but the suit is pending. ; 

“We continue to support the move to renewable 
energy and celebrate the progress toward that goal,” 
the group said in a statement following the ground- 
breaking. “But we continue to have serious reserva- 
tions regarding an infrastructure project that runs its 
cable through residential neighborhoods, and next to 
a PFAS superfund site, particularly when better alter- 
native sites were available. Our focus will continue to 
be on protecting our community.” 

The group isn’t the only one opposed. Bonnie Brady, 
executive director of the Montauk-based Long Is- 
land Commercial Fishing Association, protested the 
groundbreaking ceremony while playing an audio re- 
cording of what she says the construction noise will 
sound like from on land. As officials left, she reminded 
them that the turbines will be built in North Atlantic 
Right Whale territory. 

Michael Wootton, a 63-year-old semi-retired life- 
guard from Wainscott, rallied alongside her. 

“Wind power is a poor solution to meet peak de-

mand in summertime,” he said, arguing that the 
oceanfront will be ruined forever by the construction. 

Besides the marine life and aesthetic concerns, 
the larger issue of industrializing the ocean also 
proves problematic for some. 

“These facilities operate on land, where people 
and our developments and demands for power live, 
along with the messes we're created,” said Steven 
Resler, a retired NY Department of State coastal 
manager. “They don’t belong in, on, or over the 
water. Where do they belong on land? Mixed with 
other energy generating facilities (including solar) in 


_ industrial areas, along energy generating transmis- 


sion corridors outside of residential areas, along ma- 


jor transportation corridors such as interstate and - 


certain state highway medians and right of ways, 
former landfill sites, and other areas not previously 
developed.”

ECONOMIC ISSUES 

In the bigger picture, the transition to clean energy 
required to prevent temperatures from rising swiftly 
could shave 2% off global GDP by 2050 but is likely 
recoverable before the end of the century, a report by 
natural resources consultancy Wood Mackenzie said 
last month. ee 

While investments in technologies like solar and 
wind farms, and advanced batteries will generate 
jobs, the transition will also likely cause a loss of jobs 
and tax revenues in fossil fuel production, said the 
report called “No Pain, No Gain: The economic con- 
sequences of accelerating the energy transition.” 

“It’s by no means a way to say that we shouldn’t 
pursue transition or slow it down,” said Peter Martin, 
WoodMac’s chief economist. “This pain in the short- 
term will pay off in the long-term.” 

Benefits from limiting the rise in temperatures to 
1.5 degrees Celsius, as called for by the United Na- 
tions, could boost global GDP, on aggregate by 1.6% 
in 2050, the report said. But actions required to spur 
the transition to keep temperatures from going above 
that level could cut 3.6% from GDP in 2050, resulting 


-in the 2% hit, the report said. 


‘The impacts will not be felt evenly. Wealthy econo- 
mies with deep capital markets that already have big 
investments in energy transition technologies, or a 
propensity to invest in new technologies, will be bet- 
ter positioned. France and Switzerland, for example, 
will likely enjoy a modest boost to economic growth. 

The economic benefits of the energy transition 
should start to show after 2035 and lost economic

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Honoring the Cover Artist: 


Halim Flowers

This week’s cover by artist/writer 
Halim Flowers is a message of love and 
hope — a message from a man who 
spent 22 years locked away in a place 
devoid of either and who now hopes 
to share his transformative message 
throughout the Hamptons, New York 
City, Palm Beach and beyond. 

Despite stellar grades and test scores 
in his youth, by age 12 Flowers had suc- 
cumbed to the bleak mindset that his 
best chance of escaping poverty was 
to forsake his academic pursuits to sell 
drugs on the streets of Washington, 
D.C. That decision came with grave 
consequences. 

“Due to poverty, immaturity, lack 
of self-love, I dropped out of school 
to make money selling drugs when I 
was 12 because I thought my identity 
was tied to my wealth status,” Flowers 
explains. “By me having that low self- 
esteem, it made me susceptible to peer 
influence, and I chose — I can accept 
the accountability for that — I chose to 
forsake my academic career to be a drug 
dealer, and once I made the decision to 
live that lifestyle, then all the negative 
ramifications that came with it led to 
me receiving two life sentences at the 
age of 16 for a crime I literally did not 
commit.” 

In the wrong place at the wrong 
time, Flowers was found with a young 
man accused of felony murder and was 
charged as an adult accomplice to the 
crime, resulting in a 40-year sentence. 
Those looking for an in-depth look into 
the chapter in his life can watch the 
Emmy Award-winning documentary 
Thug Life in D.C. 

While incarcerated, her was desper- 
ate for a creative outlet and was encour- 
aged to try freestyle rapping — “my 
generation’s voice, just like jazz was for 
my grandfather,” he says. From there, 
his lyrics shifted to poetry as a means 
to express his trauma of growing up in 
“crack era” D.C. His love of the written 
word flourished and by 2005, he started 
the SATO (Struggle Against The Odds) 
Communications publishing company, 
which published 11 works during his 
sentence. 

In 2017, the Incarceration Reduction 


Amendment Act was passed in D.C., 
which retroactively lessened the pun- 
ishment of minors, and by 2019, Flow- 
ers was allowed to return to society 
having served 22 years and two months 
of his 40-year sentence. While thank- 
fully shorter than the original sentence, 
22 years is no small amount of time, 


and it would be perfectly understand-~ 


able to be filled with hate having spent 
your 20s and 30s locked away from so- 
ciety, but “hate” is not a concept Flowers 
believes in. 
“The way that the penal system is 
structured in America, versus what I 
read: about other Western developed 
nations, is very punitive, very cruel and 
unusual to the human condition and 
spirt. It’s devoid of love,” he says. “So 
what I’m painting about most of the 
time is love, because I’ve experienced 
for 22 years the complete void of love. I 
don’t believe that hate is a real entity, I 
think it’s just the absence of love.” 
Flowers’ transition from poetry to 
painting began with works of “pho- 
topoetry,” first of which was a Wall 
Street Journal that featured an image 
of Vladimir Putin, which he proceeded 
to scrawl poetry and commentary 
around. This evolved to photopoetry 
using works of himself as an incarcer- 
ated child and other powerful imagery. 
At this time, he wasn’t quite ready to 
overcome his doubts about his painting 
aptitude. He had only learned a couple 
years prior that Black artists such as 
Basquiat could be celebrated painters. 
“T’ve never been visually inclined cre- 
atively,” he says. “(But) I transcended 
my fear of not knowing how to draw or 
paint and realized that, you know what, 
I don’t know how to draw or paint like 
anybody else but myself, but I’m in-tune 
with what I feel as a poet and as some- 
one who has my own individually devel- 
oped philosophy about life and living, 
and I’m just going to paint what I feel.” 
A natural progression from his pho- 
topoetry, Flowers’ painting are like 
poems themselves — words of love, mo- 
tivation, hope and self-reflection. Some 
may try to glean political leanings from 


_ his thought-provoking works, but he re- 


mains anti-political and focused on his 
main message. 
“Instead of me using my creativity

in the interest of politics, race politics, 
anger or reactionary sentiments, that I 
could do more effective and transcen- 
dent work if I created from an inten- 
tion of love,” he shares. “I believe that’s 
what’s missing, that is why we always 
find ourselves in such a divisive envi- 
ronment in our nation today. I believe 
it's destroying us internally as human 
beings and I just want to be a part of 
change, real dynamic change, and I 
want my legacy — whether it’s through 
my creativity, my artwork, my paintings 
or just the way I think and the way I 
treat human beings when I engage with 
them — (to reflect that).” 
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Repped by Dr. Ted Vassilev, owner of © 


DTR Modern — with gallery locations 
in Palm Beach, Nantucket, Manhattan 
and other art hot spots — Flowers has 
already achieved several of his artis- 
tic dreams in the short time he’s been 


painting. His artworks have been fea- . 


tured in a solo exhibition at the Nation- 
al Arts Club in Gramercy Park and ina 
group exhibition at MoMA PS1. Flowers 
reports that Vassilev even secured him 
an apartment and art studio in the city. 

“When you're a painter, the mecca is 
New York,” Flowers says. “On a career 
level, ’'m most proud of having a New 
York presence, which has allowed me to 
have relationships with people in New 
York City.” 

He continues, “In prison that’s what 
youre restricted from, they don’t al- 
low you to meet people, and I know 
the value of people. That’s what’s been 
the greatest thing for me with my art 
journey is that it’s allowed me to be in 
the company, in the homes and in the 
hearts of people in the Hamptons, Palm 
Beach, Nantucket and other places 
where people with my type of lived ex- 
perience wouldn't even be present in 
those types of environments and neigh- 
borhoods.” 

While Flowers’ successful career as a

painter is still young, he’s already look- 
ing for ways to share it and bring oth-

ers up out of the poverty he knew in his" 


youth. “Collecting is so important for 
low-income individuals. When I look 
to someone like Jean-Michel Basquiat 
who has paintings that are selling for 
hundreds of millions of dollars, if he 
had the opportunity to foresee the vi- 
ability of his creativity economically 
and commercially, he could’ve strategi- 
cally placed certain pieces within the 
homes of people who just the sale of 
one of those pieces could lift an entire 
family or entire village out of poverty,” 
he explains. “I want it to be that some 
of my work is placed within families 
and households that can upkeep the 
work that I can educate about the art 
market so that if there is a day when my 
works sells in the second or third mar- 
ket at high prices, the family is already 
educated to know how to either sell the 
work or to loan the work to where the 


-work becomes a source of residual in- 


come.” 
In addition to fine art, Flowers is now 

expanding once again with the debut of 
his first fashion line. Shop hats, sneak- 
ers, hoodies and more when Flowers’ 
online store goes live on February 109. - 

Whether selling high-end art, books 
or clothing, Flowers remains humble 
and grateful for this incredible oppor- 
tunity to spread his message of love. “I 
grew up in an environment that showed 
me that all I could do was sell drugs to 
escape poverty, and to have the oppor- 
tunity at age of 40 to transition to this 
new practice and to be so well-received 
— when a person buys a painting and 
puts it on their wall, they’re taking you 
into their home, so this is bigger than 
just a commercial transaction for me,” 
he says. “I just hope that anyone who 
reads this or hears this knows that ev- 
erything I’m doing is from an intention 
of love all the time.”

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Kevin Babington: 


A Rider Worth Rallying For

hen thinking of equestrians 

held in high esteem in both 
Palm Beach and the East End, few 
names ring louder than that of Kevin 
Babington, an Olympics-level Irish 
rider who tragically fell from his horse 
at the 2019 Hampton Classic Grand 
Prix and suffered a complete spinal 
cord injury that left him paralyzed 
from the neck down and unable to 
breathe regularly. Now in 2022, he’s 
slowly regaining control over his body, 
has a busy teaching schedule from his 
farm in Wellington, FL and is doing 
color commentary at area equestrian 
competitions. 

None of this would’ve been possible 
without his unbreakable resolve and 
the creation of the Kevin Babington 
Foundation. 

Shortly after immigrating to the 
U.S., Babington gained widespread 
acclaim as the Leading Rider at the 
CSIO National Horse Show, then as 
the winner of the Hickstead Grand 
Prix in England, then two victories 
at the 2004 Winter Equestrian Festi- 
val (WEF) in Wellington. In 2013, he 
took the Grand Prix prize at the I Love 
New York Horse Show, the Hampton 
Classic Grand Prix prize in 2014, then 
an Irish Team win in the FEI Nations 
Cup and a Grand Prix win at HITS 
Ocala CSIO4 in 2015. In the follow- 
ing years, he earned more big wins at 
WEF, the Hampton Classic, the Silver 
Oak Jumper Tournament and other

prestigious horse jumping events. He 
seemed an unstoppable force. 

“The year of the fall, he was kind 
of on a tear — he was first, second 
and third on three different horses 
at Lake Placid, which is statistically 
unheard of,” says Jeff Papows, Kevin 
Babington Foundation chairman, Sil- 
ver Oak Jumper Tournament founder/ 
chairman and author. “He was doing 
extraordinarily well, and he was pre- 
paring to go to the Tokyo Olympiad.” 

When Babington fell, he landed on 
his chest and somersaulted forward, 
stretching the spinal cord in his neck, 


though thankfully not tearing it com-' 


pletely. He was helilifted to a trauma 
hospital and placed on a respirator. 
Things looked dire: 

“They were convinced that would be 
the end of it, but Kevin being Kevin, he 
just continued to fight,” Papows says. 
And the equestrian community de- 
cided to join the fight, as well. 

The Kevin Babington Foundation 
was founded to help raise awareness 
and funds for Babington’s costly medi- 
cal care and physical therapy, to do 
the same for other riders who suffer 
spinal injuries, and to advocate for im- 
proved safety equipment and immedi- 
ate treatment of such injuries. Fellow 
equestrians were eager to contribute 
and Papows has a hunch why the com- 
munity rallied as strongly as it did. 

“(After winning a Grand Prix) Kevin 
would always look for the smallest 
child coming out of the in-gate, and 
he'd take the ribbon off his horse and 

~ toss it to the child. He 
was just that way,” he 
says as an example 
of Babington’s exem- 
plary character. “Be- 
cause of that, when 
he got hurt, the sport 
— I think somewhat 
uncharacteristically 
— rallied around 
him.” 

Papows continues, 
“I think we’ve been 
successful because of 
the esteem Kevin is 
held in, not because 
of his talent or ac- 
‘complishments, but 
because he’s been a 
dirt-under-the-fin- 
gernails, hard-work- 
ing guy who’s always 
set to take young 
horses and make 
them into Grand

Prix athletes, instead of spending mil- 
lions to buy them. And he’s always 
helped the students along the way who 
couldn't afford lessons.” 

On the topic of jumping lessons, 


_Papows reports that Babington was 


eager to get back to teaching after 
his sessions in a hyperbaric oxygen 
chamber helped strengthen his lungs 
enough to breathe and speak without 
issue. And though wheelchair-bound 
for the time being, Babington’s mind is 
as sharp as ever — able to spot a pinky 
out of place via cameras that allow him 
to teach remotely. 

“Keeping him mentally in the sport 
continues to motivate him,” Papows 
says. “He’s got as many students now 
as he had before the accident.” In ad- 
dition to the motivation aspect, teach- 
ing at the Wellington farm has helped 
restore Babington’s skilled family of 
riders — wife Dianna and daughters 
Gwyneth and Marielle — to a steady 
stream of income after so many of his 
clients vanished following the accident. 

Through stem cell intervention tri- 
als at Mayo Clinic, physical therapy 
four hours a day and many fascinating 
devices such as a mechanical saddle 
to strengthen core muscles, Babing- 
ton’s body is getting stronger and 
showing miraculous signs of mobility 
improvement. He is now able to move 
all of his toes, three fingers on his left 
hand — “including the important Irish 
one” — and his more-abled right hand 
can nearly reach his face. His favor- 
ite device seems to be his functional 
electrical stimulation bike, which sees 


the user strapped in by the hands and ~ 


feet and hooked up to electrodes that 
stimulate the muscles and retrain the 
neurons. 

“The next major thing we all want 
to see is him being able to stand and 
get out of the chair, and that’s a ways 
off, clearly, but I have no doubt that 
we're going to get there,” Papows says. 


“If it were somebody else in a similar - 


circumstance with the same injury, I’d 
be much more skeptical, but this guy’s 


will is heroic.” 

His new wheelchair grants him 
limited independence with right arm 
joystick control, and it comes equipped 
with a button that triggers emergency 
services. Should he be unable to push 
the button, such as during a blood 
sugar crash, he is being outfitted with 
a service dog who will press the button 
for him should he say the command 
“help.” Donated by Canine Support 
Teams Inc., Samantha has also been 
trained to pick up dropped items, open 
doors and remain calm around horses. 

The Kevin Babington. Foundation 
has been by his side every step of the 
way and continues to raise money and 
awareness for Babington and riders 
like him, such as young Alexis Halbert, 
who in 2020 at age 15 fell in a chil- 
dren’s jumper class and broke three 
vertebrae, leaving her legs without 
feeling. The foundation helped pay for 
her bespoke care at The Shepherd Cen- 
ter, and she’s now walking again and 


even plans to play soccer next season. 


The next fundraiser takes place on 
February 22 at Mida Farm in Welling- 
ton, where Victoria McCullough will 
be hosting a Kevin Babington Founda- 
tion benefit and auction, which include 
items such as a guitar signed by Bruce 
Springsteen and the E Street Band, 
private lessons with top equestrians 
(including Babington) and more. Rid- 
ers from an estimated 55 stables and 
nine countries will “Ride for Kevin” 
in a 1.45m Grand Prix from 10 a.m.—2 
p.m. The online auction ends at mid- 
night. 

“If it’s the last thing I do, I’m going 
to carry this foundation and raise vis- 
ibility, awareness and funds and do 
everything necessary,” Papows adds. 
“I am going to see him walk again if it’s 
the last breath:I take. I have no doubt 
that he'll get there.”

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Rob Meyer, who started Palm Beach Craftsman & Co. in 2017 after years of woodworking being a 
passion, oils a charcuterie board he made out of walnut. 


ob Meyer has_ been 
woodworking since he 
was a child, picking up 
the skill set his father 
honed over many years. 
But it wasn’t until 
he moved to Florida 
that he decided to turn his passion into a 
business. 

“My father always had a workshop in the 
basement,” said the northern New Jersey 
native who honed his talents at the circular 
saw and by working with his hands. “I 
learned from him.” 

His father, Bob, an Army veteran who 
served during the Cuban Missile Crisis, 
built houses in his younger days, and though 
he received no formal training, he made it 
a habit to learn from watching others. “He 
was a self-taught engineer. He didn’t have 
a degree, but worked for a company [in that 
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capacity],” he says of his dad, calling him 
“a master cabinetmaker and woodworker,” 
though it was always just a hobby. 

“He did it for fun. You would think you 
were in high school shop class if you went 
into our basement,” Meyer says. 

Meyer figured out how to parlay the 
skill set and passion his dad passed down 
from a hobby into a lucrative career in 
one of the wealthiest areas of the country. 
“That passion turned into a reality with the 
business,” he says. 

Retiring from the PSEG utility company 
after 15 years, Meyer wanted a change, 
so he opted for Florida’s warmer weather 
and moved south in 2010. He was always 
renovating his house and helping out his 
friends with similar projects and building 
small pieces of furniture. His garage 
became a workshop filled with tools. “Me 
and a buddy of mine, we always talked about 


it all the time,” he recalls. “My wife was like, 
‘You've got to go out on your own and do it.” 

Meyer started Palm Beach Craftsman & 
Co. in 2017, first doing “little odd jobs and 
then — boom off to the races.” With the help 
of his wife, Marissa O’Brien, who works in 
marketing, he quickly built the business, 
specializing in home renovations and office 
remodels, as well as custom wood furniture. 

His company’s team of artisan 
carpenters has handled everything from 
custom kitchen cabinetry to accent walls, 
to monogrammed charcuterie boards, to 
signage. He recently completed an urn, 
engraved using a computer numerical 
control machine, commonly known as CNC. 

Based in West Palm Beach, Meyer works 
in Palm Beach, Wellington and Palm Beach 
Gardens. With the real estate market on 
fire and more people at home during the 
COVID-19 pandemic, he has been busy with 
work, such as adding custom barn doors, 
floating entertainment walls and shiplap 
to homes. “Even the new construction, the 
houses aren’t even moved in yet and people 
want stuff done to them,” he says. 

When Meyer spoke to Behind The Hedges, 
he was working on 10-inch shiplap for a 
med-spa, custom display cases for a store, a 
pergola for another client, plus a bathroom 
renovation. “No job is too small and no job is 
too big,” he says. 

Recently, he made a side table with a 
waterfall edge out of walnut with bowtie 
inlays to cover an imperfection in the wood. 
He placed hairpin legs on the opposite 
end of the wood legs to create a modern 
furniture piece. 

There have been some fun custom pieces 
as of late. He was commissioned to build a 
dog credenza — a glorified dog house that 
doubled in this case as a sideboard. At 102 
inches long, 38 inches high, and 38 inches 
deep with rebar in the windows and doors, 
it will soon be a favorite sleeping spot for 
two beloved Rottweilers. “That’s the fun 
stuff,” Meyer says. 

His creative side means he isn’t just 
building for customers. A few days earlier, 
Meyer made outdoor wave loungers from 
2-by-8 and 1-by-2 planed and sanded cedar 
wood pieces, biscuit-glued and screwed 
together, then covered with a satin outdoor 
polyurethane. They are available on his new 
Etsy page, PalmBeachCraftsman, but they 
could easily be on display in a high-end 
outdoor furniture shop in Palm Beach or 
the Hamptons. 

Among the smaller items he particularly 
loves creating are handmade cutting and 
charcuterie boards. Meyer offers them in 


walnut, cherry, maple and hickory, and he 
can engrave practically any design details 
before finishing each with mineral oil. 

What he enjoys most is whittling wood 
and creating something unique. “Working 
with the wood itself, whether it be walnut, 
which is probably my favorite wood, or maple 
— just going from a rough piece of lumber to 
a finished project. Then the expression on 
the customer’s face — that’s the joy.” 

While he won’t call himself an artist 
when it comes to drawing, Meyer does like 
the process of sketching an idea on paper 
and showing it to the client before executing 
the project. He finds his customers 
appreciate the “old-school” way instead of 
computerized images. 

When Meyer, a self-described “Harley- 
Davidson guy,” isn’t in his shop, he has his Meyer puts the finishing touches on a wave lounger he made. The chairs are available for sale. 
hands full with his 1-year-old daughter. 
“That’s my fun, that’s my world right now.” 

But when he is in his shop, he still finds 
joy in his woodworking craft. He enjoys 
“firing up the CNC and making something. 
Even though it is work, it’s a hobby.” 

The old adage, “If you find something you 
love to do, you'll never work a day in your 
life,” rings true for Meyer. 

“My father, he’s old-school — he’s in his 
mid-8os, I’m in my 40s — he would say, ‘Do 
it right the first time’” Meyer says, adding 
that his father is a perfectionist. “If I was 
doing something and it wasn’t right, he’d 
wait for me to screw it up and then say that 
you should have done it like this. That’s how 
you learn. You learn from your mistakes.” 

“He’s the guy I look up to — I probably 


haven't told him that enough,” Meyer adds. =

2019 Rose Hill 
Wild Boar Doe

| Pie Island wine lovers are no doubt familiar 
ith the iconic wine, Wild Boar Doe, from 
Rose Hill Vineyards, the winery formerly known as 
Shinn Estate Vineyards. Shinn Estate was ground- 
breaking in that they strived towards incorporat- 
ing not only organic, but biodynamic winemaking 
principles. However, it’s one thing to use more 
land-friendly and labor-intensive principles in 
crafting wine — how the resulting wine tastes is 
quite another. And Shinn Estate Vineyards created 
wines that shined. 

In 2011, Shinn Estate Vineyards hired: wine- 
maker Patrick Caserta, a Connecticut native with 
more than 10 years of experience working in New 
Zealand, France, and California — including Vieux 
Chateau Certan/Le Pin in Bordeaux; Rudd, Verite, 
Cade and Plumpjack in California; and Te Mata in 
New Zealand. 

Caserta says he saw a bottle of Wild Boar Doe 
vintage 2005, but it’s possible there was an earlier 
version. As most wine lovers will probably pick up 


from the tongue-in-cheek name, The Wild Boar 
Doe is Long Island’s take on Bordeaux wine. 

This wine is exceptional. If you liked Wild Boar 
Doe before, you will love the 2019 vintage. This 


vintage is created from 76% merlot, 13% cabernet - 


sauvignon, 6% petit verdo and 5% malbec. 

Caserta says, “The percentage of each varietal 
changes each year, but it is always merlot domi- 
nant.” 


Interestingly, Long Island’s signature grape, 


cabernet Franc, isn’t included in the 2019 vintage 


- of Wild Boar Doe. But not for the reason one might 


think. Caserta explains that the 2019 cabernet 
Franc was such an exceptional crop it was bottled 
into Rose Hill’s cabernet Franc wines. Despite the 
change, when the blending for Wild Boar Doe took 


place, Caserta says the absence of the cabernet. 


Franc wasn't felt. 
He’s right, the absence isn’t felt. There is so 


much great stuff going on this wine, each sip is a 


new adventure. On the nose are notes of fresh and 
grilled cherry, anise, licorice, and a little earth. 


2019 ROSE HILL WILD BOAR DOE | 


On the palate there are all of the above notes and 


~a little toast. The wine retails for $45. Treat the 


Bordeaux lover in your life to Long Island’s Wild 
Boar Doe for a change of pace that can easily be-, 
come a habit.

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Prosecco Xero: \ New Sugar-Free Take on Prosecco

e world of wine is built on age-old traditions — best - 


L practices and standards passed down through gen- 
erations of winemakers in France, Italy and the U.S. But 
Ervin Machado, founder of gen Zero, knew it was 

i n to shake things up. 
As seasoned sommelier and ‘jie in the American 
Fine Wine ‘Competition, Machado estimates he's tasted 

“thousands and thousands of wines,” pinpointing the 
flaws and imperfections of each well-intentioned blend. 
Over the years, he realized that the faultiest wine across 
the board was Prosecco, the bubbly Italian relative of 
France's Champagne. The main detractor: “absurd 
amounts of: sugar.” Sugary sweet wines limit pairing op- 


ee 


‘When Yishing Italy for the September harvest, Mach- 
ado was wai ‘invited to make a Prosecco, which allowed him 
opportunity to pick local winemakers’ brains and 
lean te Prosecco can have 25-30 grams of sugar per 
liter. “This is just how (they) have been doing it,” he shares. 
“Tt was something about the tradition in Italy that didn’t 
allow them to see what I was talking about.” A seed was 
planted in Machado’s mind that maybe he’ be the person 
to introduce the world to zero-sugar Prosecco. “Me being 
- as curious as I am, I really wanted to experiment with a 
product that renovates this wine and really gives it a sense 
of place,” he says. But when he returned home from Italy, 


melier position, leaving his dream to sit in the back of his 
mind for a few years. 

Then came the pandemic and the news that he had been 
laid off like so many other workers. Machado chose to use 


this unforeseen bad news as a chance to finally branch 


out. “It made me reinvent myself and it pushed me to come 
back to this idea of the Prosecco that was bothering me for 
so many years,” he says. In pursuit of that goal, he began 


taking classes in biochemistry in order to study wine on a 


molecular level. He also began collaborating with Penin- 
sola Wines in northern Italy to test out sugarless Prosecco 
blends, and it didn’ttake long before he struck gold. “When 
I read the first laboratory sheet — and I hadn’t tasted the 
wine, but just the numbers — the numbers were abso- 
lutely perfect. The pH was perfect, the sugar levels were 
perfect, the acidity was perfect — every single thing that 


. Imeasured, for me, was really (proof) that this could be 


the making of the best Prosecco,” Machado says. Then he 
tasted it and found that even without fermentable sugar, 
the wine wasntt bitter. 

He took his discovery and, alongside Mike Valdés-Fauli, 
launched Prosecco Zero in 2021. Producing the zero-sugar 
wine in a “very virgin market” was surprisingly easy due 
to many Italian vendors traditional wine standards deem- 
ing Prosecco Zero a non-threat, granting Machado access 
to assembly lines and wholesale grapes unavailable to the 
competition. The label may have started as an underdog 
but it’s now one of the fastest-growing luxury brands in its 
distributor's portfolio and has firmly planted itself in the

During summers in the Hamptons, residents complain con- 
stantly about the traffic, the lines at the supermarkets, and how 
difficult it is to get a reservation at a restaurant. In the winter, 
the common complaint we hear is the opposite: “It’s too quiet!” 
For many people, the lingering sense of quiet feels disconcerting. 

When you live out here full time, though, you learn to embrace the 
blessings of the quiet. 

When I resided in New York City, I never really had any sense of 
silence in my street-side five-story walkup on the Upper East Side. There was 
always a car horn, an ambulance siren, trash truck, loud neighbor, or some ambient noise 
that permeated every second of my life. New York City is an experience of constant stimula- 
tion. With all the sights and sounds, you are bombarded by stimuli. It’s hard to experience 

_ the blessings of quiet when the world around us is too noisy. 


Silence isn’t just a lack of sound, rather it’s the sound of a pregnant nothing. In Jewish. 


mysticism, there is a concept called “ayin,” which is an emptiness that is full of possibilities, 
a silence that isn’t empty or barren, but fills us with endless blessing. 

The idea of ayin might best be illustrated by the story of a piece of music called “4’33,” 
composed by John Cage. At its premiere, John Cage sat down at the piano, raised his hands 
over the keyboard, and sat immobile for 4 minutes and 33 seconds, then lowered his hands. 
Cage explained that music is composed of two elements, notes and rests. Bach, Mozart, and 
Beethoven have written music made up entirely of notes, so I composed one piece entirely 
of rests. There is an art to silence, and in silence, we have the potential to see the world and 
ourselves differently. 

As we continue on into the winter season, don’t fight the quiet, lean into it. Embrace the 
sound of silence. Susan Cain, author of the book Quiet: The Power of Introverts in a World 
that Can't stop Talking, notes that data from recent studies show people learn better after a 
quiet stroll through the woods than after a noisy walk down a city street. In embracing the 
quiet, find an empty beach to walk along, or perhaps go explore one of the many Hamptons 
hiking trails (there are no ticks in the winter). Even for extroverts like me, people need 
quiet, and there's perhaps no better place or time to find it than a Hamptons winter.

I’ve often thought of the time we find our-

Summer crowds are all but forgotten, the 

Christmas festivities all done, New Year 

resolutions have, by now, either gone the 

way of good intentions, or become part of our 

routine.

Our phones and watches ping all day, we feel an 
absurd compulsion to respond to every notification immediately, and 
when we are not distracted, we are ironically unsettled. Our addic- 
tion to distraction has made silence unsettling, and we are terrified 
of being unproductive in moments when we are not engaged in some

activity. And everyone has to have (and articulate) an opinion about

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Two Local NonProfits Win Land Rovers in 
National Competition

n Friday, February 18, a pair of local nonprofits 

will accept brand new Land Rover Defender 
SUVs from the automaker’s Southampton dealer- 
ship. Against all odds, these two East End organiza- 
tions — Bridgehampton-based Hamptons Commu- 
nity Outreach, and New York Marine Rescue Center 
in Riverhead — earned two of the seven vehicles 
up for grabs in Land Rover’s nationwide Defender 
Above & Beyond Service Awards competition. 

The charities, which are just over 25 miles apart, 
beat other worthy nonprofits spread across the 
United States.in their individual categories, Coastal 
& Marine Conservation (NYMRC) and Urban Im- 
provement (HCO). And while the need for NYMRC’s: 
work protecting endangered marine mammals and 
sea turtles is not dictated by the region’s wealth, or 
lack of it, some might ask how Hamptons Commu- 
nity Outreach prevailed over groups from the coun- 
try’s most blighted and poor regions. The answer is 
simple: Not everyone in this so-called playground of 
the rich and famous is living that glam life. 

In fact, it’s this disparity that can make things 
especially hard for families struggling to pay bills, 
or even eat, in towns where the cost of living is far 
more suited to the one percent. The need is real, 
explains Hamptons Community Outreach founder 
and Executive Director Marit Molin, who started 
her organization as Hamptons Art Camp, a summer 
program for under-resourced kids that later evolved 
as needs changed in the community. 

“I realized that there were a lot of children who 
spent summer in front of the TV or in the back of 
their parent’s truck waiting for them to be done with 
work,” Molin says, explaining how Hamptons Art 
Camp took shape in 2018 as a wonderful, enriching 
experience for kids 6—12 years old. “Forty percent 
of the children are underserved and non-paying,” 
she continues, pointing out that HAC has a diverse 
population of campers, which is good for kids on 
both sides of the vast financial chasm that often 
keeps them apart. 

“We see friendships being forged between differ- 
ent communities and different types of kids,” Molin 
says. “We absolutely adore seeing that happen — it 
just makes us so happy. Kids that normally would: 
not make friends with each other actually leave 
camp together, they go home and they have play- 
dates.” 

But things changed when the pandemic hit in 
2020. “...we could not fundraise for the camp and 
we didn’t know if the camp would happen,” Molin 
recalls, so she leaned on her training as a licensed 
social worker, turning to the marginalized local 
communities where she works to ask how she could 
help. “All of them said we need food,” Molin remem- 
bers. 

“We started a gofundme campaign, we started 
letter writing, reaching out to wealthy individuals, 
like clubs and corporations and companies,” she 
continues. “People were really generous. There was 
something about the pandemic that made people

really want to give.” Molin’s efforts raised an in- 
credible sum of $300,000, so she put it to good use. 
“We delivered 6,500 hot meals and 90,000 pounds 
of fresh produce, and groceries bi-weekly for 250 
families,” she says. “At that point we were so much 
more than an art camp, so we changed our name to 
Hamptons Community Outreach.” 

Hamptons Art Camp is now back in action and, 
after a summer of splitting programs into two 
smaller groups and two shorter sessions each day, 
they will return to single sessions this summer with 


all of their 100-plus campers doing a wide variety - 


of arts and crafts, as well as outdoor water play, 
and much more together over six weeks at both The 
Church and Old Whalers Church in Sag Harbor. 

At the same time, Hamptons Community Out- 
reach’s mission continues to grow. The organiza- 
tion now has four big programs: food outreach, free 
mental health services, child outreach and their 
#ICARE Crisis Fund which has the flexibility to 
help struggling residents in a variety of ways, such 
as home repair and medical assistance. 

“That was started because there were a lot of 
people who were reaching out to us that just had no- 
where else to turn, workers, uninsured workers who 
had accidents,” Molin says of the fund, recounting 
one case where a man in his early 40s lost his vision 
and then, as a result, lost his income, the room he 
rented, and even his nourishment. “He’d been fired 
from his job, so we fundraised for an eyesight res- 
toration surgery and it was successful,” she shares. 
“Now he has a place to live and he has employment, 
and he actually volunteers for Hamptons Communi- 
ty Outreach. He delivers food for us in the Hampton 
Bays area.” 


HCO’s home repair program has made vital im- 
provements to residences where people were forced 
to live in unacceptable conditions. “We've fixed 
about eight houses. As of now we have 14 families 
on the waiting list,” Molin says. “People live with 
black toxic mold and cracked windows without a 
heating system, and they have no resources and no 
place to go,” she continues, thanking volunteers like 
Alex Forden of Sag Harbor’s Forden & Co. Builders 
who donate their services or help get discounted 
rates from others. 

The organization's child center outreach program 
includes Hamptons Art Camp, but it also operates 
a birthday club — delivering cakes and gifts to kids 
from impoverished families who cannot afford to 
celebrate their birthdays — and a tutoring program. 
“We have about 28 students right now in the South- 


-ampton High School and the Middle School, and 


they have been identified as in need by the guidance 
counselors and teachers,” Molin says, explaining 
that students are paired with licensed teachers as 
tutors and then evaluated from beginning to end. 
“The results that we’re seeing are nothing short of . 
fantastic,” she says, describing one boy who went 
from a 55 GPA to an 89 after time with his tutor. 
“He was really struggling and he was in a lot of pain. 
There were a lot of issues at home,” Molin adds, not- 
ing that the boy eventually told them he had never 
learned to study, but once the tutor helped him, he 
found schoolwork much easier, and even admitted 
enjoying it. | 

Clearly, Land Rover watched HCO’s submission 
video and recognized their good work. They were 
chosen as one of five finalists in their category, as 
was NYMRC, and both nonprofits prevailed after 
a public voting period in August of 2021. Finally, 
the organizations learned the good news during a | 
live, “Oscars-style” Zoom reveal, Molin says. “They 
pulled up a slip out of an envelope — so they said, 
“Category, Urban Improvement,” ...and they read 
the name Hamptons Community Outreach, and we 
just started sempINS and screaming, we just could 
not believe it.” 

From there, the winners custoniized their De- 
fenders with accessories to meet their specific 
needs. Land Rover also wrapped each SUV with the 
nonprofits’ logos and then brought HCO and NYMR 
to Asheville, North Carolina for driver training and 
to present their work to Land Rover executives, be- 
fore concluding the trip with.a vineyard tour and 
banquet. “They were fantastic and lovely and gener- 
ous — memories of a lifetime,” Molin recalls. 

New York Marine Rescue Center director Danielle 
Perillo says the Land Rover will be instrumental 
to their work, which often takes them to desolate, 
sandy beaches to recover cold stunned turtles and 
stranded seals. “With a Land Rover Defender, we 
will be able to get to these locations and animals 
much faster,” she says. 

Hampton Community Outreach will use their De- 
fender for moving construction supplies and deliv- 
ering food, among other tasks aimed at improving 
the lives of people in their community.

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Jean Shafiroff Discusses Her Passion 
for Philanthropy ee

BR bee Shafiroff has been honored by dozens of 
nonprofit organizations for her charitable giving 
and her activities to promote philanthropy. Shafi- 
roff currently serves on nine charitable boards, 
chairs numerous annual galas and fundraisers, and 
hosts a TV show entitled Successful Philanthropy 
that gives a platform-to others to discuss their char- 
itable activities. Shafiroff also authored the 2016 
book, Successful Philanthropy: How to Make a Life 
by What You Give, which serves as a practical guide 
to modern giving, and she is currently working on 
a second book. j 

Shafiroff and her husband, Martin, recently 
moved into their new home in Palm Beach County 
and plan to split their time between Florida and 
“New York throughout the year. We caught up with 
Shafiroff in early February to ask her about her 
philanthropic activities. 

What have you been up to since coming to 
Palm Beach? 

I recently hosted and underwrote a luncheon to 
benefit American Humane, which was held out- 
side at The Colony Hotel. I am a board member of 


American Humane, which has a presence in Palm 
Beach, and the purpose of the luncheon was to 
introduce the charity to new people. I hosted the 
president, the board president and his wife, and 
another board member of the organization, and the 
rest of the guests were new to American Humane. 


But there have been very few events so far this win- - 


ter because of the Omicron variant. In the fall and 
early winter, I attended many events in New York in 
support of charitable organizations and I served as 
the chair of the Viennese Opera Ball and co-chair 
of the French Heritage Society Gala. Then when the 
Omicron variant came on, almost everything was 
canceled. Most of the big events will not take place 
in Palm Beach until April and May. In New York, 
almost all the big galas have been postponed until 
May or June. 

My husband and I enjoy attending charity galas. 
I find philanthropy very rewarding, and it is a joy 
to attend and host events in support of different 
charities, regardless of whether I am on the board 
or not. I believe in the importance of philanthropy, 
and there’s a great need for it. 

I have also been recording my TV show virtually 
from my new home. The purpose of my show, which 


airs in the Hamptons and New York City, is to al- 
low other philanthropists, as well as celebrities and 
politicians, to speak about their charitable activi- 
ties and causes, and to inspire and motivate viewers 


to get involved in philanthropy. 


What other organizations are you in- 
volved with? 

I currently serve on the boards of the Sint 
ton Hospital Association, New York City Mission 
Society, American Humane, New York Women’s 
Foundation, Casita Maria, French Heritage Society, 
Couture Council of the Museum at FIT (Fashion In- 
stitute of Technology), and Global Strays. I am also 
an honorary board member of the Southampton 
Animal Shelter Foundation and an honorary trust- 
ee of the Jewish Board, where I previously served 
on the board for 28 years. I am Catholic, and I love 
this organization and the work they do. 

I also chair or co-chair about eight or nine galas 
each year for various charities and host cocktail 


- parties and other fundraisers to benefit many or- 


ganizations. I look forward to becoming more in- 
volved with charities in the Palm Beach area. 

With all the charity galas that you have 
hosted and chaired, I understand you have 
accumulated quite a collection of ballgowns. 
What are your plans for this collection? 

I have been collecting ballgowns over the years 
with the idea that I will donate them to a museum. 
Before the pandemic, I was working on archiving 


‘my collection with a woman who works at Vogue 


and a fashion historian who teaches at FIT. I have 
served on the board of the Couture Council of the 
Museum at FIT since 2010. 

The collection includes gowns by designers like 
Oscar de la Renta, Carolina Herrera, Mary McFad- 
den, Victor dE Souza, B Michael, Malan Breton, 
Zang Toi, and Valentino, and some beautiful beaded 
gowns by Alice + Olivia. Some of the gowns are cou- 
ture. With this collection, I have focused mainly on 
American designers. The museums are interested 


_ because these gowns represent a period of American 


philanthropy, and they are beautifully made. 

When I work with designers, they may come up 
with a few drawings, and I will pick one. I like to give 
my designers a lot of freedom to showcase their work. 

* What do people usually wear to charitable 
galas? 

. It depends on the dress code. When an event is 
“black tie,’ men wear a tuxedo and women often 
wear gowns, but sometimes you may see.the most 
fashionable women come in short dresses or a beau- 
tiful silk pant suit. Some events will have a more 
specific dress code, such as a “black and white” ball. 
When I host an event, I personally prefer not to re- 
strict the dress code too much. I don’t want people 
to have to worry about going out and finding a black 
and white dress, for instance. I want people to buy a 
ticket and show up and support an important cause.

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Michael Feinstein: The multi-platinum = 
selling entertainer on his Sinatra tribute at 
the Kravis Center, his new album and his 
long standing relationship with Liza

Liza Minnelli and Barry Manilow 
sang at his wedding. Judge Judy offici- 
ated. In the early 1990s, he broke bread 
with Frank Sinatra at Sinatra’s house, 
and at the age of 20, he was introduced 
to the late, great lyricist Ira Gershwin 
of George-and-Ira-Gershwin song- 
writing fame. He spent the next six 
years apprenticing as Ira Gershwin’s 
assistant. 

Michael Feinstein has certainly led a 
storied and accomplished life. 

It was through the Gershwins that he 
met the Academy Award-winning di- 
rector director Vincente Minnelli, who

then introduced him to his daughter 
with Judy Garland, Liza. Michael and 


‘Liza hit it off and have been friends 


and collaborators for over 40 years. 

In a full-circle moment, his new al- 
bum Country Gershwin (which comes 
out March 11) is executive produced 
by Liza Minnelli. It features Gershwin 
classics reimagined as duets sung by 
Feinstein paired with some of country 
music’s greatest singers including Dol- 
ly Parton, Lyle Lovett, Roseanne Cash 
Brad Paisley and Vince Gil. 

Oh, and as a bonus track, he and 
Liza sing the Gershwin classic “Em- 
braceable You.” 

Feinstein’s dazzling and dizzying 


career over the past three decades 
has covered a lot of ground — count- 
less recordings, concerts, club perfor- 
mances, television specials, a 
syndicated radio program, 
writing, conducting, ar- 
ranging, and running

can Songbook. His taste and passion 
for music from the genre of popular 
songs, jazz standards,. and musicals 
published from the 1920s to the 1960s 
(“American Standards”) knows no 


‘ bounds. 


Along the way, Feinstein has picked 
up five Grammy award nominations 
and an Emmy nomination for his TV 
special Michael Feinstein — The Sina- 
tra Legacy. He’s played everywhere 
from Carnegie Hall to the White 
House to Buckingham Palace. 

Not bad for a kid from Ohio who at 
the age of 5 sat at a piano and started 
playing by ear. 

And though he has since rubbed 
elbows and shared sheet music with 
lots of A-listers and legends, it is that 
shared love and appreciation of all 
things musical — lyric, melody, ar- 
rangement, artistry, masterful per- 
formance — that seems to.drive and 
inspire him. His carefully curated 
tribute shows include homages to Peg- 
gy Lee, Irving Berlin, Judy Garland 
and yes, Frank Sinatra. 

On March 2,. Feinstein and the 
Kravis. Pops Orchestra will present 
Intimately Sinatra at the Kravis Cen- 
ter for the Performing Arts in Palm 
Beach. (Feinstein created the Pops se- 
ries at the Kravis Center in 2014.) 

He’s got a lot going on, considering 
the performing world is still at half 
mast these days, rebounding cau- 
tiously (but happily) from pandemic- 
induced shutdowns and rescheduling. 

We caught up with Michael Fein- 
stein via telephone in between his 
touring schedule to talk about the up- 
coming Sinatra tribute at the Kravis 
Center, his new album, and his rela- 
tionship with Liza Minnelli. 


Intimately Sinatra — what’s 
involved in putting that show to- 
gether? 

I find that when a piece of music is

so to be able to hear them being per- 
formed is extraordinary ... especially 
in this time when live music itself is 
a rarity, and to hear an orchestra or a 
band is now an unusual experience for 
the average music listener. 


What was Sinatra like? 

He was very, very nice to me — very 
supportive — he didn’t have to be that 
way obviously and I think he liked the 
fact that I spoke his language, I knew 
the songs, I knew the songwriters, I 
understood the era. When I was at his 
house, the first time. I was there for 


dinner, I asked him if it was true if Ma- 


bel Mercer had been a great influence 
on him and he said, “Yeah, yeah” and 
he went on about going to hear her in 
the clubs and [how she‘d] sing the lyr- 
ics and she‘ sit at the table across from 
you. He was impressed that I brought 
' up Mabel Mercer instead of Ava Gard- 
ner [we laugh], so we had a connection 
in that way. 


We heard your recent tribute 
to Judy Garland in Naples, Flor- 
ida was a smash... 

Thank you ... I must say it’s a won- 
derful show—the audience reaction was 
spectacular, so I’m thrilled with that — 
I’ve had to cut down the length because 
it was an embarrassment of riches ... 
Paying tribute to Judy Garland is for 
me much harder than paying tribute to

Frank Sinatra because of the enormity 
of her career. And how does one con- 
jure a sense of her without her being 
there? The show is multimedia with 
extraordinary photographs and home 
movies supplied by the family and a 
home recording I found of her sing- 
ing — of a song nobody’s ever heard 
before — with me at the piano because 
she sang acapella — and there’s a few 
clips of her singing of course ...I’d like 
to take it to London, actually. 


You and Liza ... what struck 
you about each other when you 
first met? And what keeps you 
connected? 

When we met it was like meeting a 
lost cousin or sibling because I knew 
Vincent Minnelli so well through the 
Gershwins and so.the moment we met 
Liza said, “You know, we're joined at 
the hip from now on.” And I didn’t take 
that seriously, but she was serious and 
so it’s something that has only grown 
with time. One of the things I love 
about her is her extraordinary musical 
ability — her knowledge of music and 


- her innate understanding of not only 
music ‘and orchestration and presen- 


tation, but of course what I’ve learned 
from her about interpretation and 
stagecraft and lyric — so when I was 
putting together the Gershwin coun- 
try album (which comes out March 11) 
she volunteered to help because her 


parents were close friends with Ira, 


and Vincent also worked with George 
and Ira on Broadway. “Embraceable 
You” was Vincent’s favorite song so I 
recorded “Embraceable You” with her 
as a bonus track, as a remembrance of 


Vincent and of course her mother sang — 


it in Girl Crazy — so she was incredibly 
helpful as executive producer by com- 
ing up with ideas of casting of the sing- 
ers and songs — it wasjustfun. 


What were some highlights in 
recording Country Gershwin? 

I love every single track on that al- 
bum — and I’m a tough critic of my 
own work, and maybe because of the 
“Duets” (albums) with all these iconic 
voices... Certainly singing “Love Is 
Here to Stay” with Dolly Parton was a 
highlight for me. “I Got Rhythm” with

Brad. Paisley, “Fascinating Rhythm” 
with The Time Jumpers and Vince Gil. 
They are all extraordinary. 


Could you have ever predicted 


' this career path? 


I had no career path in mind, I just 
started playing the piano by ear when I 
was 5 and by the time I got out of high 
school I was singing songs and play- 
ing piano bars, and it literally evolved 
into a career that was completely un- 
expected. I met Ira Gershwin and that 
opened new vistas for me — all a series 
of what one might call coincidences or 
divinely guided experiences — I can’t 
answer that — I can only say that my 
path has always been one of being led 
from one point to another, and it just 
evolved and became what it is. 


You and Terrence Flannery 
have been together a long time — 
how is he? 

He’s great. We've been together 25 
years. We were married by Judge Judy 
and Gabriel Ferrer, Rosemary Cloo- 
ney’s son, was the minister. I forget the 
year ... [October 2008] We got married 
in our former home in Los Angeles ... 
Yes, Liza sang and Barry Manilow sang 
— I guess it was a big gay wedding. 
[laughs]. 


How do you see the next gen- 
eration and the survival of the 
music you so cherish? 

I started the Great American Song- 
book Foundation for the purpose of 
passing this music on and we have an 
annual high school songbook academy 
that happens every year ... in one week 
40 participants from all 50 states who 
come and gather and learn about the 
songbook — it has been like planting 
the seeds. Now we have like thousands 
of young people who've been involved 
to love and propagate the American 
Songbook in confluence with the con- 
temporary music that they love and 
listen to. 

The songs survive because they are 
timeless ... so I have no worries about 
the survival of the music ... I continue 
because it is just something that I love. 
And to be able to do what one loves is 
the greatest gift.

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From the Snow to the Sun, 
David Genser Will se Love the Arts

e Canadian winters that David 
Genser had to endure when he was 
growing up probably don’t seem real 
anymore, especially as he is walking 
his dog, a Boxer-mix named Effy that 
he and his wife Joan rescued during 
the pandemic, in the warmth of Palm 
Beach, Florida. 

Genser, who founded and continues 
to operate an insurance company that 
specializes in art insurance, is currently 
the chairman of the Palm Beach Opera 
(PBO). It only takes a few moments to 
become inspired by his infectious en- 
thusiasm about PBO and the arts. 

_ “The arts have always been a part of 
my entire life,” Genser says. “They al- 
ways will be.” 

Genser was born in Winnipeg, Can- 
ada. His parents were very involved in 
the arts there, a love they learned from 
David's grandfather, who was a violinist 
and founded the Winnipeg Symphony 
Orchestra. 

Genser’s father was both an athlete 
— in fact, he was the Canadian speed 
skating champion in the 1930s — and 
a musician but made his living in the 
furniture business. Above all, Genser’s 
father had a great love of the arts and 
he was founder of the Manitoba Theater 
Center. 

“Winnipeg was a cultural mecca, 
with various types of music and art — 
and my family was involved in all of it,” 
Genser says. “I met so many true artists, 
actors and musicians since very often 
my parents entertained the performers 
at our home.” 

He recalls the time that world- 
famous Canadian pianist Glen Gould 
came to their home and, instead of min- 
gling with the rest of the glitterati, he 
asked for a bowl of hot water to soak his 
hands and spent his time in the kitchen, 
speaking with a young Genser and the 
housekeeper. 

Genser attended McGill University 
in Montreal, where he met Joan and, 
after earning his MBA from New York 
University, married her in 1964 and re- 
turned to Winnipeg. By chance, Genser, 
who wanted to make his own way and 
not stay in the family’s furniture busi- 
ness, met Jules Lederer, the husband 
of the legendary advice columnist Ann 
Landers and the owner of Budget Rent

A Car. David decided to buy a Budget 
franchise that would serve Manitoba, 
Alberta, Saskatchewan, and parts of 
Massachusetts. 

“That is what brought us to Boston,” 
says Genser. 

At some point, though, Trans Amer- 
ica had purchased Genser’s franchise 
operation from Budget. 

“After that my wife and I both became 
immersed in the art world as collectors 
of contemporary art and I made the de- 
cision to go into.the insurance business, 
specializing in art insurance,” Genser 
says. 

It was a great decision, as the busi- 
ness was successful. 

“Today, I insure collectors, galleries 
and artists throughout the world,” says 
Genser. “Joan and I have continued to 
collect art, which has been a great asset 
to my clients. We understand what their 
needs are.” 

Genser and Joan bought an apart- 
ment in Palm Beach in 2002. Joan 
was not an early supporter of being in 
Florida. Years ago, she fought the idea

of moving south to a place that had the 
unflattering moniker, “God’s Waiting 
Room.” There is no longer any debate. 
“Joan said that February is for skiing, 
and she was unsure about spending our 
winters in Florida,” says Genser. 


But Genser very quickly learned that - 


all of the preconceived notions about 
Palm Beach were not accurate at all. 
It was the perfect place. There was a 
thriving arts community. 

“What I have learned to love about 
Palm Beach is that it is not a cultural 
wasteland,” he says. “There was a time 
when most of us thought that there was 
really no culture in Palm Beach, and of 
course, that is not true at all.” 

Aside from a true love of creativity 
and performance, there is a simple rea- 
son that such a small place could regu- 
larly feature some of the most famous 
artists in the world. 

“One wonders how such a small com- 
munity could have a major opera com- 
pany, a wonderful regional theater com- 
pany, a major museum company, as well 
as a symphony,” says Genser. “This is all 


possible because there is so much mon- 
ey in Palm Beach, and we can afford to 
fund all of these organizations. And we 


also have the ability to introduce people 


of all ages in many communities to the 
beauty of the arts.” 

But Genser’s main focus is the Palm 
Beach Opera. Founded 36 ago, it is rec- 
ognized as one of the finest regional 
opera companies in the country. Many 
of the greatest living opera singers have 
performed at Palm Beach Opera and 
many of them were students at PBO and 
received their initial training in Palm 
Beach. 

Today, Genser is working to ensure 


_the organization will continue to grow. 


The organization recently purchased a 
building in the Northwood section of 
West Palm Beach, and it will house both 
the PBO administrative offices and the 
production center. 

“We are in a period of expansion with 
the purchase of that building,” says 
Genser. “The PBO is in a fantastic posi- 
tion. While I can not speak for the finan- 
cial success of the other organizations, 
Palm Beach Opera operates in the black 
— one of the only Opera companies that 
can boast this accomplishment.” 

_The organization has developed pro- 
grams for youths of all backgrounds 
across southern Florida. 

“I am so proud of what we do to in- 
troduce young people to this beautiful 
world, no matter their background. Art 
is a gift,” says Genser. “I think at this 
stage of my life, when I stop being active 
in Palm Beach Opera, I will probably 
stop being very active in organizations.” 

“I am not a young kid,” he adds. “I 
feel like at some point I will have to sit 
back — but, hopefully that won’t come 
anytime soon.” 

On his walks in Palm Beach, Genser 
has his Air Pods in, losing himself to 
the sounds of opera or symphony. But 
today, he says, he is listening to the leg- 
endary folk outfit The Kingston Trio. He 
sums up his passion in the most basic, 
relatable statement he can, one that has 
driven him personally and profession- 
ally. 

“T love music,” he laughs. “What else 
can I say?”
